— Whereas by notification of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests 
No, S.O. 60(E), dated the 7th January, 1994 (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the said notification) issued under sub-section (1) 
and clause (v) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Environ¬ 
ment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) (hereinafter re¬

And whereas, the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is in public interest to dispense with the re¬ 
quirement of notice under clause (a) of sub-rule (3) of rule 5 
of the said rules; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (I) and clause (v) of sub-section (2) of section 3 
of the said Act read with sub-rule (4) of rule 5 of the said

cerned State Pollution Control Board twenty sets of the fol¬

(i) An executive summary containing the salient fea¬ 
tures of the project both in English as well as local 
language. 

(ii) Form XIII prescribed under Water (Prevention and 
Control of Pollution) Rules, 1975 where discharge 
of sewage, trade effluents, treatment of water in 
any form, is required. 

(iii) Form I prescribed under Air (Prevention and Con¬ 
trol of Pollution) Union Territory Rules, 1983 where 
discharge of emissions are involved in any process, 
operation or industry. 

(iv) Any other information or document which is nec¬ 
essary in the opinion of the Board for their final 
disposal of the application. 

(2) Notice of Public Hearing:— 

(i) The State Pollution Control Board shall cause a no¬ 
tice for environmental public hearing which shall 
be published in at least two newespapers widely 
circulated in the region around the project, one of 
which shall be in the vernacular language of the 
locality concerned. State Pollution Control Board 
shall mention the date, time and place of public 
hearing. Suggestions, views, comments, and objec¬ 
tions of the public shall be invited within thirty days 
from the date of publication of the notification. 

(ii) All persons including bona fide residents, environ¬ 
mental groups and others located at the project site/ 
sites of displacement/sites likely to be affected can 
participate in the public hearing. They can also make 
oral/written suggestions to the State Pollution Con¬ 
trol Board. 
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Explanation : —For the purpose of the paragraph per¬ 
son means,— 

(a) any person who is likely to be affected by the grant 
of environmental clearance; 

(b) any person who owns or has control over the project 
with respect to which an application has been sub¬ 
mitted for environmental clearance; 

(c) any association of persons whether incorporated or 
not likely to be affected by the project and/or func¬ 
tioning in the field of environment; 

(d) any local authority within any part of whose local 
limits is within the neighbourhood,wherein the 
project is proposed to be located. 

(3) Composition of public hearing panel The com¬ 
position of Public Hearing Panel may consist of the follow¬ 
ing, namely;- 

(i) Representative of State Pollution Control Board: 

(ii) District Collector or his nominee; 

(iii) Representative of State Government dealing with 
the subject; 

(iv) Representative of Department of the State Govern¬ 
ment dealing with Environment; 

(v) Not more than three representatives of the local 
bodies such as Municipalities or panchayats; 

(vi) Not more than three senior citizens of the area nomi¬ 
nated by the District Collector.

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 10th April, 1997 

S.O. 319 (E). — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 23 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 
of 1986) (Hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the Cen¬ 
tral Government hereby directs that the powers conferred 
on it by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the said Act to take 
measures for protecting and improving the quality of the 
environment and preventing, controlling and abating envi¬ 
ronmental pollution be exercisable also by the State Gov¬ 
ernment as notified in the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests No. S.O. 
60 (E) dated the 27th January, 1994 in relation to the Ther¬ 
mal Power Plants specified in Schedule-1 annexed to this 
notification subject to the conditions and limitations speci¬ 
fied in Schedule-11 annexed to this notification. 

SCHEDULE-I 

Category of Thermal Power Plants requ iring environ¬ 
mental clearance from the State Government. 

1. Co-generation Captive Plants: 

(i) Co-Generation Plants All Co-generation Plants 

irrespective of the in¬ 
stalled capacities. 
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(ii) Captive Power Plants: Upto 250 MW (both 

coal and gas/naphtha 
based) coming up sepa¬ 
rately and not along the 
main industry, 

II. Utility Projects: 

(1) Coal based plants upto 500 MW using fluidized bed 
technology subject to sensitive areas restrictions. 

(ii) Coal based Power Plants upto 250 MW using con¬ 
ventional technologies.

SCHEDULE-II 

Procedure for seeking environment clearance of 
projects. 

1. (1) Any persons who desires to establish a thermal power 

plant of any category mentioned in Schedule-I, shall 
submit an application to the Department of the State 
Government dealing with the subject of Environ¬ 
ment. 

(2) The application shall be made in the Form 'A' speci¬ 
fied in Schedule-11 annexed to this notification and 
shall be accompanied by a detailed project report 
which shall, inter alia, include an Environmental 
Impact Assessment Report and an Environment Man¬ 
agement Plant prepared in accordance with the guide¬ 
lines issued by the State Department of Environment 
from time to time. 

(3) Cases rejected due to submission of insufficient or 
inadequate data and Action Plans may be reviewed 
as and when submitted with complete data and Ac¬ 
tion Plans. Submission of incomplete data for the 
second time would itself be a sufficient reason for 
the State Government to reject the case summarily. 

2. In case of the pit-head thermal power plants, the appli¬ 
cant shall intimate the location of the project site to the State 
Government while initiating any investigation and surveys 
The State Government will convey a decision regarding suit¬ 
ability or otherwise of the proposed site within a maximum 
period of thirty days. The said site clearance will be granted 
for a sanctioned capacity and it will be valid for a period of 
five years for commencing the construction or operation of 
the project, 

3. (1) The applicant shall obtain No Objection Certificate 

from the concerned Pollution Control Board. The 
State Pollution Control Board shall issue No Objec¬ 


tion Certificate to establish only after completing pub¬ 
lic hearing as specified in Schedule-IV annexed to 
this notification. 

(2) The reports submitted with the application, and No 
Objection Certificate from the State Pollution Con¬ 
trol Board shall be evaluated and assessed by the 
State Government, in comsultation with a Commit¬ 
tee of experts which shall be constituted by the State 
Government as specified in Schedule-111 appended 
to this notification. 

(3) The said Committee of experts shall have full right ’ 
of entry and inspection of the site or, as the case may 
be, factory premises at any time prior to, during or 
after the commencement of the operations relating 
to the plant. 

(4) The State Govrnment Department dealing with the 
subject of Environment shall prepare a set of recom¬ 
mendations based on technical assessment of docu¬ 
ments and data furnished by the applicant supple¬ 
mented by data collected during visits to sites, if un¬ 
dertaken and interaction with affected population and 
environment groups, if necessary. 

(5) The assessment shall be completed within a period 
of ninety days from receipt of the requisite documents 
and data from the applicant and decision conveyed 
within thirty days thereafter. 

(6) The environmental clearance granted shall be valid 
for a period of five years from commencement of the 
construction or operation of the project. 

4. Concealing factual data or submission of false, mislead¬ 
ing data or reports, decisions of recommendations would lead 
to the project being rejected. Approval, if granted, earlier on 
the basis of false data, can also be revoked.

(2) Notice of Publics Hearing:—(I) The State Pollu¬ 
tion Control Board shall cause a notice for environmental 
public hearing which shall be published in at least two news¬ 
papers widely circulated in the region around the project, 
one of which shall be in the vernacular language of the lo¬ 
cality concerned. State Pollution Control Board shall men¬ 
tion the date, time and place of public hearing. Suggestions, 
views, comments, and objections of the public shall be 
invited within thirty days from the date of publication of the 
notification. 


(ii) All persons including bonafide residents, environ¬ 
mental groups and others located at the project site/sites of 
displacement/sites likely to be affected can participate in the 
public hearing. They can also make oral/written suggestions 
to the State Pollution Control Board. 

Explanation :—For the purpose of the paragraph person 
means— 

(a) any person who is likely to be. affected by the grant 
of environmental clearance; 

(b) any person who owns or has control over the project 
with respect to which an application has been sub¬ 
mitted for environmental clearance; 

(c) any association of persons whether incorporated or 
not likely to be affected by the project and/or func¬ 
tioning in the field of environment; 

(d) any local authority within any part of whose local 
limits is within the neighbourhood wherein the project 
is proposed to be located. 

(3) Composition of public hearing panel:— The com¬ 
position of Public Hearing Panel may consist of the follow¬ 
ing, namely:— 

(i) Representative of State Pollution Control Board; 

(ii) District Collector or his nominee; 

(iii) Representative of State Government dealing with 
the subject of power 

(iv) Representative of Department of the State Govern¬ 
ment dealing with Environment; 

(v) Not more than three representatives of the local 
bodies such as Muncipalities or Panchayats; 

(vi) Not more than three senior citizens of the area nomi¬ 
nated by the District Collector. 

(4) Access to the Executive Summary:—The con¬ 
cerned persons shall be provided access to the Executive 
Summary of the Project at the following places namely:— 

(i) District Collector Office; 

(ii) District Industry Centre; 

(iii) In the Office of the Chief Executive Officer of Zila 
Parishad or Commissioner of the Municipal Corpo¬ 
ration/Local body as the case may be; 

(iv) In the head office of the concerned State Pollution 
Control Board and its concerned Regional Office; 

(v) In the concerned Department of the State Govern¬ 
ment dealing with the subject of environment”.
